SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

The  greatest  undertaking  ol  your  Selectmen  in  1970  was  the  reappraisal  of 
all  taxable  property  in  the  Town  which  took  from  April  1  through  August  16.  It 
is  indeed  a  pleasure  to  be  able  to  report  that  this  work  was  greatly  helped  by  the 
very  fine  cooperation  of  all  property  owners,  both  resident  and  non-resident, 
with  only  a  few  minor  skirmishes.  The  reaction  to  this  re-appraisal  has  been 
much  better,  in  our  opinion,  than  that  of  adjacent  towns  having  a  similar 
re-appraisal  completed  according  to  reports  from  their  Selectmen  and  perhaps 
indicates  the  outstanding  cooperation  of  the  people  with  officials  from  their 
own  community  doing  the  work.  Although  our  work  resulted  in  a  $5.00  per 
$1,000  of  property  valuation  decrease  in  the  tax  rate,  most  of  us  had  an  increase 
in  the  out-of-pocket  tax  assessment  and  which,  we  feel  you  would  wish  to  know, 
is  primarily  attributable  to  the  $27,000  increase  in  the  Fall  Mountain  Regional 
School  District  assessment  against  the  Town. 

The  new  State  statute  allowing  a  deduction  of  up  to  $5,000.00  of 
property  valuation  for  resident  real  property  owners  over  70  years  of  age,  also 
made  for  an  adjustment  of  $80,550.00  of  valuation.  This  information  may  be 
found  on  the  preceding  page. 

Milot  Green  continued  to  attract  several  thousand  people  during  the 
summer  and  early  fall  months  from  the  horse-shows  and  little  league  baseball 
games  as  a  result  of  the  4-H  riding  ring  and  the  diamond  built  by  all  volunteer 
labor.  Also,  the  skating  rink  kept  a  good  many  young  people  occupied  during 
winter  leisure  hours  and  is  well  worth  the  small  amount  made  available  for  its 
preparation  and  upkeep.  Congratulations  to  all  who  made  this  such  a  fine 
attraction. 

Vilas  Pool,  so  many  years  on  the  downhill  side,  bounced  back  under  the 
very  able  leadership  of  young  Mr.  George  Nostrand,  assisted  by  his  sisters, 
Stephanie  and  Margery,  who  filled  the  posts  of  Lifeguards,  Swimming 
Instructors  and  occasionally  as  care-takers,  and  all  backed  by  the  deligent 
efforts  of  the  Vilas  Pool  Committee  comprised  of  Percy  Allen,  Dorothy  Johnson 
and  Loren  Livengood.  All  these  people  spent  many  extra  hours  of  their  time  to 
make  Vilas  Pool  find  a  new  lease  on  life  and  it  was  interesting  to  find  that  with 
all  the  programs,  the  repairs  and  painting  and  start  of  clearing  the  brush  off  the 
Island,  the  cost  only  increased  by  $700.00  over  last  year  when  the  Pool  was 
open  but  two  weeks  for  swimming  and  the  rest  of  the  time  was  poorly  attended 
by  the  public.  We  hope  for  the  continued  cooperation  and  interest  of  all  the 
people  of  Alstead  in  backing  up  this  operation  of  Alstead's  greatest  single  public 
attraction  and  will  insist  that  the  monies  provided  by  its  benefactor,  Mr. 
Charles,  N.  Vilas,  be  used  for  continued  improvement. 

The  bridge  on  route  1 23  by  Mr.  &  Mrs.  Walter  Savory's  property  was 
completed  this  summer  which  makes  complete  the  repair  to  all  town  owned 
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bridges  on  State  Highways.  Attention  should  now  be  directed  to  bridges  on  tow 
roads  and  will  commence  with  the  Cooper  Hill  construction  project  this  summe 

Much  time  was  spent  in  trying  to  determine  where  and  how  to  construi 
the  long  sought  for  sidewalk  from  the  Elementary  School  to  the  Route  1 2  — 
crossing  to  Milot  Green,  the  second  consecutive  year  that  such  a  study  has  bee 
in  progress.  It  is  the  unanimous  decision  of  the  Selectmen  that  the  only  solutio 
is,  rather  than  to  construct  a  sidewalk  which  would  not  be  practical  due  to  th 
many  circumstances  and  locations  involved,  employment  of  traffic  control  Ugh" 
and  adult  auxiliary  police  to  direct  traffic  during  school  opening  and  closin 
hours  and  with  that  opinion  in  view  we  have  asked  for  monies  for  th 
installation  of  such  traffic  control  lights  with  the  State  to  maintain  them  aft( 
installation.  Article  24  in  the  Warrant  is  for  that  purpose. 

Several  residents  of  Alstead  benefited  trom  the  Vilas  Free  Bed  Fund  a 
Mary  Hitchcock  Memorial  Hospital  in  Hanover  and  we  know  that  this  help  wa 
gratefully  acknowledged  by  the  recipients  of  Mr.  Vilas'  further  generosity. 

The  cost  of  support  of  Town  Poor  rose  sharply  this  year  due  to  th 
economic  slump  which  affected  many  residents  of  the  Town.  Strangely  this  dii 
not  seem  to  adversely  affect  the  Senior  Citizens  as  much  as  it  did  the  youn 
family  wherein  many  were  layed  off  from  jobs  where  full  employment  had  beei 
enjoyed  for  a  long  span  of  years.  The  budget  for  support  of  Town  Poor  reflect 
this  increase  but  we  hope  that  most  if  not  all  those  out  of  work  may  soon  b< 
returning  to  their  jobs  and  that  the  Town  may  still  offer  to  all  the  most  for  you 
tax  dollar  of  any  of  our  abutting  town.  Your  vote  at  the  time  of  Town  Meetin] 
and  School  Meeting  will  reflect  your  tax  assessment. 

A  complete  inventory  of  all  properties  owned  by  the  Town  was  made  bj 
each  Department  head  at  the  request  of  the  Selectmen  and  it  is  quit  surprising  tc 
learn  just  how  much  property  is  owned  by  the  Town  in  the  way  of  Highway  anc 
Fire-fighting  equipment,  bookkeeping  machines  and  allied  equipment,  to  name 
just  two.  The  cooperation  of  all  is  gratefully  acknowledged  in  this  endeavor.

As  indicated  therein,  the  financial  condition 
of  the  Town  changed  from  a  Surplus  of  $4,500.16  at  December  31,  1969  to  a 
Net  Debt  of  $1,189.73  at  December  31,  1970.

As  indicated  by  the  budget  summary  (ExliibitA-4),  a  net 
overdraft  of  appropriations  of  $4,959.69,  less  a  revenue  surplus  of  $2,312.54, 
resulted  in  a  net  budget  deficit  of  $2,647.15.

A  classified  statement  of  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  fiscal  year 
ended  December  31,  1970,  made  up  in  accordance  with  the  uniform 
classification  of  accounts,  is  included  in  Exhitjit  B-1.  A  summary  of  the 
Treasurer's  account  and  proof  of  balance  as  of  December  31,  1970,  is  indicated 
in  Exhibit  B-2. 

AUDIT  PROCEDURE 

The  accounts  and  records  of  all  town  officials  charged  with  the  custody, 
receipt  and  disbursement  of  public  funds  were  examined  and  audited  in 
accordance  v/ith  generally  accepted  auditing  standards,  and  accordingly  included 
such  tests  of  the  accounting  records  and  such  other  auditing  procedures  as  were 
considered  necessary  in  the  circumstances. 

Verification  of  uncollected  and  unredeemed  taxes  was  made  by  mailing 
notices  to  deUnquent  taxpayers  as  indicated  by  the  Tax  Collector's  records. 
Consequently,  the  amounts  of  uncollected  and  unredeemed  taxes  as  indicated  in 
this  report  are  subject  to  any  changes  which  may  be  necessitated  by  the  return 
of  verification  notices.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN  AND  DISTRICT  CHIEF 

The  l'')7()  forest  fire  season  was  a  quiet  one  in  this  area,  quiet  in  part 
because  of  >'our  continued  cooperation  and  favorable  weather  conditions. 

Fires  tliat  did  occur  were,  for  the  most  part,  caused  by  debris  burning, 
children  and  smokers. 

The  elimination  of  these  three  causes  of  forest  fires  would  drastically 
change  this  picture-to  bring  about  this  change  we  make  the  following 
suggestions: 

1.  When  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow  a  permit  to  burn  must  be 
obtained  from  the  Forest  Fire  Warden.  This  permit  covers  waste  burning, 
even  if  in  an  incinerator,  grass  burning,  as  well  as  garden  trash  and  brush 
burning  such  burning  is  restricted  by  regulation  to  prior  to  9:00  A.M.  and 
after  5:00  P.M.  with  the  following  exceptions: 

Commercial  or  industrial  burning  is  permissible  at  any  time  under  normal 
oonditions  but  only  with  the  approval  of  the  District  Chief  and  a  written 
permit  from  the  Forest  Fire  Warden. 

2.  Fires  caused  by  children  can  be  prevented  only  with  the  complete 
cooperation  of  parents  in  the  supervision  of  their  children,  keep  matches 
out  of  reach  of  children,  this  action  will  help  to  prevent  fires  and  may  save 
a  life,  the  life  of  your  child.  Try  to  explain  this  to  your  child,  won't  you? 

3.  Forest  fires  caused  by  smokers  can  be  reduced  in  number  by  the  exercise  of 
more  care  in  the  discarding  of  matches  and  smoking  material  whether  from 
a  vehicle  or  by  a  hiker.  In  all  cases,  make  sure  that  the  butt  or  match  you 
discard  is  out.  dead  out.  Smokey  says,"Thanks  for  your  help",  and  invites 
you  to  join  with  him  in  setting  a  good  example  for  others  in  the 
prevention  of  fires  and  the  protection  of  our  environment.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ALSTEAD  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

It  seems  tliat  each  year  the  complaints  received  by  the  local  police 
department  exceed  that  of  the  year  before  and  each  year  the  nature  of  the 
complaints  become  more  serious  and  involved. 

The  reasons  for  part  of  this  are  due  to  the  increased  number  of  transient 
people  coming  to  our  quiet  communities,  particularly  during  the  summer 
months,  the  fast  growing  use  of  drugs  and  the  fact  that  our  courts  do  not  hand 
down  punishments  harsh  enough  to  discourage  the  potential  law  breaker.

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REPORT  OF  ALSTEAD  TOWN  PLANNING  BOARD 

During  the  year  1970-71,  the  Planning  Board  marked  time  while  studying 
various  types  of  building  and/or  zoning  codes.  Due  to  certain  legal  factors  that 
developed  it  was  found  advisable  for  the  Selectmen  to  disband  the  then 
constituted  Planning  Board  and  appoint  four  new  members  each  with  specified 
terms  of  office  plus  a  Selectman  as  the  ex-officio  member  making  up  a  Board  of 
5  members  as  specified  by  vote  of  the  town  in  1959. 

The  new  Board  consisting  of: 

Paul  Marx,  Chairman  (4  year  term) 

Mark  Wheeler  (3  year  term) 

Bernice  Jensen  (2  year  term) 

Loren  Livengood  (1  year  term) 

Fred  C.  Stearns,  Jr.  (ex-officio.  Selectman  expiring  1971 ) 

They  took  office  the  first  part  of  February  and  already,  after  one  meeting, 
when  much  was  accomplished,  have  high  hopes  of  presenting  a  building  code 
and/or  zoning  ordinance  to  the  Town  for  its  approval .  At  this  time  the  Planning 
Board  will  welcome  any  thoughts  and  cooperation  from  any  and  all  citizens  of 
the  Town  relative  to  this,  ]its  primary  current  project.  It  is  to  be  called  to  the 
attention  of  all  that  a  legal  building  code  and/or  zoning  ordinance  cannot  be 
finalized  by  the  Town  prior  to  the  holding  of  two  (2)  properly  published  open 
hearings  and  a  vote  of  the  Town,  either  at  a  Special  Town  Meeting  or  at  the 
regular  annual  Town  Meeting  in  March.  It  is  urgently  hoped  by  the  Planning 
Board  that  citizens  will  show  their  interest  in  the  matter  by  making  serious 
efforts  to  attend  the  required  hearings  and  meeting.  At  this  time  the  Board  has 
set  a  tentative  date  of  late  Summer  or  early  fall  for  completing  the  project  by 
bringing  it  to  a  vote  of  the  Town. 

The  Planning  Board  fully  supports  the  two  articles  noted  in  this  year's 
Town  Warrant  calling  for  Alstead  joining  the  Ashuelot  Regional  Planning 
Commission  and  contributing  its  share  —  $675.18  toward  the  operation  of  said 
Commission,  consisting  of  the  staff  and  operation  expenses,  town  and  area 
studies,  technical  assistance  to  towns  and  other  programs. 

Alstead  can  make  good  use  of  the  Commission's  technical  services 
immediately  relative  to  town  zoning.  Also  the  development  of  building  codes. 
By  doing  so  legal  service  costs  will  be  held  to  a  minimum. 

Further  the  Commission  can  assist  the  Town  of  Alstead  with  problems 
developing  in  the  very  near  future,  namely,  a  legal  town  dump,  sewerage  disposal 
needs  in  the  built-up  areas,  plans  for  sharing  with  other  towns  the  use  of 
expensive  road  equipment,  the  development  of  better  police  and  health  services 
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through  cH)t)peiation  with  otliei  abutting  towns,  and  coordinated  plans  tor  the 
future  needs  ol  Alslead. 

In  addition  and  most  important,  the  Ashuelot  Regional  Planning 
Commission  will  be  of  great  value  and  assistance  in  aiding  the  town  to  ferret  out 
and  obtain  State  Aid  and  Federal  Aid  for  required  projects  when  the  time  comes 
to  implement  the  needed  and  voted  projects.  No  longer,  in  these  days  of  high 
costs,  and  required  projects,  can  a  Town  go  it  alone,  cooperative  help  is  needed 
and  logic  demands  avoidance  of  expensive  duplication  of  effort  on  the  part  of 
two  or  three  towns.
